In connec- 
tion with these transactions a series of ex- 
periments and tests of all the colors on 
both the tube and window forms of the light 
was conducted for the foreign capitalists 
by Prof. Wedding of the University of 
Charlottenburg. A year ago the ‘Allgemeine 
Moore Licht Gessellschaft’’ was established 
in Berlin and a little later an auxiliary 
operating company. the Moore Licht Aktien- 
gesellschaft. Russian, Norwegian and Swe- 
dish companies have been organtzed within 
the last year and Moore tubes are now in use 
in more than 30 European cities.

ORGAN BLOWERS.—Kinetic Engineering 
Co., Philadelphia, Pa. Paper; 7 x 9 ins.; 
pp. 16; illustrated. 


What is known as the “‘kinetic’’ blower Is 
here described. It consists of several fans 
mounted on one shaft, each fan being de- 
signed to add to the pressure of the air pass- 
ing through it. The blower runs at con- 
stant speed whether full organ or softest 
stop is used. These fans are run at euch 
low speed that the blower is claimed to be 
entirely quiet. It can be operated by eny 
motive power. Details of the design are not 
disclosed. 

PUMPING ENGINES.—Luitwieler Pumping 


Engine Co., Rochester, N. Y. Paper; 6% 
x 9 ins.; pp. 48; illustrated. 


A design of pumping engine in which pul- 
sations of water pressure have been sup- 
pressed is described in this bulletin. This 
is claimed to be accomplished by the use 
of cams driving rollers connected to the piston 
rods. The different types of pumps built 
are all described and all the principal data 
is tabulated. There is, however, no very 
extended demonstration of the theory of the 
action of the cam-driven pistons in sup- 
pressing shock in any one water cylinder. 
ORE AND COAL HANDLING MACHIN- 

ERY.—The Brown Hoisting Machinery 


Co., Cleveland, Ohio. Stiff paper; 8 x 
11% ins.; pp. 64; illustrated. 


In a publication of very high typograph- 
ical quality, this company illustrates a great 
number of loaders and unloaders built in 
various parts of the country by them. These 
are mostly coa! and ore handling tramways 
or bridges. The first part of the book is 
devoted to illustrations of the methods of 
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handling such material from the original 
hand unloading through the early tramways 
and cableways to the latest developments 
of the present. 


ELECTRICAL INSTRUMENTS. — General 
Electric Co., Schenectady, N. Y. Bul- 
letins 4744, 4760, 4762. Paper; 8 x 10% 
ins.; illustrated. 


The first of these bulletins describes a 
portable rheostat intended to facilitate the 
periodical calibration of service watt-hour 
meters. They furnish an artificial known 
load for the customer's meter. By means of 
switches, which form a part of the rheostat, 
loads may be secured varying from %-ampere 
to the full rating. These rheostats are of two 
sizes, one of 15 and the other of 30 amperes 
capacity. 

A line of direct-current switchboard volt- 
meters and ammeters, constructed upon the 
D’Arsonval principle, are described in Bul- 
letin 4760. In these instruments a small coil 
of wire, carrying current, is wound on a light 
cylindrical frame, pivoted in jeweled bear- 
ings and moving in a small annular space 
between a soft iron core and the pole pieces 
of the permanent magnet. The bulletin 
shows in full size the several scales with 
which the type is put out. 

The Thomson polyphase watt-hour meters 
for measuring energy on any two-phase or 
three-phase circuit are described in Bulletin 
4762. These meters may be used on a cir- 
cuit carrying a mixed load of lamps, motors 
or other apparatus and will register ac- 
curately irrespective of unbalanced load and 
variation of power factor. The diagrams for 
the several connections are given. 


ELECTRIC-POWER APPARATUS.—General 
Electric Co., Schenectady, N. Y. Vari- 
ous Bulletins. Paper; 8 x 10% ins.; “il- 
lustrated. 


Small motors for sewing machines are 
described in Bulletin 4727. Two types of 
motors are described in some detail, show- 
ing the design worked out for easy applica- 
tion to any of the standard sewing ma- 
chines with drop or stationary head. 

In Bulletin 4738 is found a brief dis- 
cussion of the design of a type of polyphase, 
60-cycle generators for use in small iso- 
lated plants. These generators are of the 
revolving-armature type for belt drive. They 
are self-excited and are wound for single, 
double and three-phase lines. They are all 
of low voltage varying, as rated, from 120 
to 600. 

Bulletin 4736 has 20 pages, describing 
various forms of lightning arresters for al- 
ternating and direct-current circuits of both 
high and low voltage. The arresters de- 
scribed are all built up by the use of multi- 
gap, anti-arcing cylinders with graded shunt 
resistances. The so-called electrolytic ar- 
resters are not discussed. 

In Bulletin 4740 is described a line-drop 
compensator for alternating-current circuits. 
This piece of apparatus is to be applied to 
switchboards so that the station attendants 
may read the actual voltage for some point 
on the distribution system. Previous de- 
vices serving this end have been found to 
be accurate only for the loads for which 
they were adjusted, introducing considera- 
ble error on light or heavy loads and on 
different power factors. It is claimed that 
this device can be fully relied upon to serve 
without appreciable error under all these 
conditions. 

The use of electric motors as drives for 
grain elevators and flour mills is discussed 
in Bulletin 4742. Induction motors alone 
are considered, probably on account of their 
greater safety in the presence of combusti- 
ble dust. 

In the practice of this company several 
types of couplings have been found of great 
service in connecting electrical apparatus 
together. These couplings are of the 
“‘leather-link’’ and ‘“‘laced-belt’’ flexible va- 
riety, the ‘‘rubber-buffer’’ and the common 
flange type. 

The various types of induction motors 
manufactured by this company are described 
in Bulletin 4751. These are of two general 
designs, (1) what is known as the “skeleton- 
frame’’ and (2) the “‘mill’’ type. The skele- 
ton frame, as its name indicates, has most 
of its important parts open to the air for 
increased ventilation and for lightness. The 
mill motors, on account of the adverse con- 
ditions under which they must work. have 
been fully enclosed. The bulletin contains 
illustrations of the design and construction 
of the skeleton-frame motor of different 
sizes, including a line of motors with a 
vertical shaft. All these motors are made 
for more than one speed where it is desired 
and for varioss frequencies and voltages on 
two and three-phase circuits. 

The mill motors manufactured by this 


company, for use on both alternating and 
direct-current circuits, are described in Bul- 
letin 4754. Both types are wholly enclosed 
in horizontally split steel frames so as to 
permit easy access to the working parts. 


ELECTRIC LIGHTING APPARATUS.—Gen- 
eral Electric Co., Schenectady, N. Y. 
Various Bulletin. Paper; 8 x 10% ins.; 
illustrated. 


In Bulletin 4718 this company has grouped 
illustrations and descriptions of all of the 
apparatus required for a complete series, in- 
candescent, street-lighting system. The 
equipment includes tungsten lamps with va- 
rious forms of reflectors and suspension in- 
sulators, street brackets, constant-current 
transformers, switchboards, socket cut-outs, 
ornamental] poles, etc. The bulletin dis- 
cusses how the benefits of electrical illu- 
mination can be economically extended 
through smal! villages and suburban dis- 
tricts where the question of expense has 
before prohibited sufficient lighting. 

As the tungsten lamp has developed into 
a competitor of the older sources, which 
was thought most useful for the illumina- 
tion of large areas, additional equipment has 
been needed for the lamps. One such piece 
of apparatus is described in Bulletin 4729 
and is known as the “economy diffuser.” 
This groups together several tungsten lamps 
with proper reflectors and diffusing globes 
so that brilliancy is reduced and the light 
is thrown where most needed. These dif- 
fusers are designed to conform with various 
ideas of interior decoration, varying from 
the simple to the extremely elaborate. 

In Bulletin 4739 a form of tungsten lamp, 
which has been given the trade name 
“Mazda.” is described. The bulletin dis- 
cusses the general gains and advantages to 
be secured by the use of this comparatively 
efficient light source in place of the older 
carbon-filament incandescent lamp which, it 
seems, is being rapidly supplanted. The 
charaeteristics of these new lamps are all 
described, and there are tables showing the 
cost of operation, life, the effect of voltage 
variations on candle power, etc. Consider- 
able space is also given up to certain pris- 
matic reflectors which are desirable adjuncts 
for the best distribution of the light. 

“Luminous-arc” lamps for direct-current 
multiple circuits are described in Bulletin 
4741. These lamps are recommended in 
this bulletin for lighting interiors where a 
large volume of white light is desired, such 
as machine-shops, foundries, storage build- 
ings and places where the slight amount of 
fumes given off by the lamp is not object- 
jonable. The feature of the lamp, as should 
be already well known, is the use of an 
upper electrode, consisting merely of a short 
copper bar and a lower electrode largely 
composed of oxides of iron and titanium. 

One of these bulletins, No. 4742, is devoted 
to what is termed the “intensified arc” lamp. 
This is a carbon-arc lamp which has been 
designed for general interior illuminating. 
Two small positive carbons are brought ob- 
liquely into contact with each other above 
a larger negative carbon. This eliminates 
the necessity of regulating the upper car- 
bons, which feed together as the material 
out of which they are formed burns away. 
This construction allows the arc of a given 
candle power to be compressed into smaller 
space, permitting a better decorative treagt- 
ment for certain interiors where this has to 
be considered. On account of its color value 
(close to sunlight) it is of particular use 
in stores. 

In Bulletin 4752 is described a system of 
street lighting with mercury-arc rectifiers 
(for converting alternating to direct cur- 
rent) and with titanium arcs. The bulletin 
shows views of the mechanism of the arc 
lamp, transformers, etc., and gives diagrams 
of connections for the various apparatus, 
together with illumination data. 


In Bulletin 4753 and 4758 two more types 
of tungsten lamps (‘“‘Mazda’’) are described. 
The first of these is a large unit for stand- 
ard, incandescent, street-lighting service, 
the second is the smallest type, made for 
use on electric signs, etc. 


In Bulletin 4764 is a line of “compensa- 
tor lamps” which may be used to advan- 
tage where small units of light are em- 
ployed, or in connection with gasoline-driven 
generators. They are called ‘compensator 
lamps” because they are made in low volt- 
ages and are intended to be used on alter- 
nating-current circuits of the standard com- 
mercial voltages in connection with com- 
pensators or transformers for reducing a 
voltage to that of the lamps. This con- 
struction: allows a’ rugged filament to be 
used, which secure long life where there is 
apt to be some mechanical vibration and 
considerable electrical variation.
